First Deserter 
from Grerman Amy 


to Reach U. S. 


Paris, Nov. 20.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press).—Difnculties 
for 
Americans traveling on the continent are 
increasing. 
Walter Morse Rummel, 
tKe 
American composer and pianist who has 
been living for many years in Paris, and 
hi.'; wife, formerly Therese Chaigneau, a 
French pianist, were arrested at Dieppe 
recently, suspected of being spies. - 


They were returning home from Lon- 
don 
where 
professional 
engagements 
called them. 
They had submitted their 
papers to the French consulate general in 
London and had received a safe-conduct 
to Paris. 
They had an American pass- 
port and a personal letter from Mr. 
Thackara, the consul general. They were 
searched after their arrest at Dieppe. 
Although nothing suspicious was found 
they were detained in a hotel overnight. 
The next morning Rummel was taken by 
gendarmes through the streets, followed 
by children calling out that he was a 
German. 
Both he and his wife were 
locked up in .prison until the next morn- 
ing. Rummel's cell companions were two 
persons accused of theft. 


]\rr. and Mrs. Rummel Avere transferred 
by train to Rouen, imprisoned there in 
C(.ll3, the floors of which were covered 
with filth and the walls with obscene 
drawings. They were there six hours be- 
fore being able to buy a piece of stale 
bread and a piece of cheese. 
Rummel's 
fellow prisoner was an Apache who con- 
fided to him that he had just stabbed a 
AAoman. Rimirael had at every stage of 
his experience explained who he was and 
demanded that the authorities siould in- 
quire at the American embassy in Paris. 
Luckily he had been able to send a tele- 
gram to the consul general in Paris be- 
fore being interned. 
He and his wife 
were released therefore, after forty-eight 
hours detention altogether, upon repre- 
sentations of the American 
consul 
in 
Rouen. 


Mr. Rtmimel's father and grandfather 
were British. His mother was the daugh- 
ter of S. F. B. Morse, the inventor of 
the telegraph; Rummel 
happened 
to 
have been born in Berlin during a period 
v.'hen his father was there on business. 
He was registered as British-bom 
at 
tho British consulate. 
His parents jvent 
to America when he was three years 
old. 
After the death of his father his 
mother resumed 
American citizenship. 
Yoimg Rummel was entitled to take his 
mother's nationality and did so. The cir- 
cu.mstance that" he was born in Berlin 
appears to have drawn upon him the 
suspicion that he was German. 


The American embassy has gone fully 
into the affair and has made representa- 
tions to the foreign office upon the in- 
dignities Mr. and Mrs. Rummel suffered. 
They have spent most of their time since 
the war began in hospital and other char- 
itable work in France, particularly in 
organizing funds for musicians.

Much-Criticized 
View of 
British Again Shown 
in Letter, 


London, Nov. 20.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press).—The much criti- 
cized British view_ of war as a sort of 
exalted game of sport is emphasized in 
a 
British 
ofilcer's description of 
the 
bombardment of Dedeagatch by the Brit- 
ish fleet, contained in a letter published 
here. 
His letter 
bristles with such 
phrases as "It was a grand picnic for 
tho men," "The ships' companies enjoyed 
themselves 
immensely," 
"The 
harbor- 
master's office burned splendidly," "The 
destroyers were able to creep in and plug 
all manner of things." 


The officer began his letter by remark- 
ing that he was playing piquet with the 
captain when the orders came to lift 
anchor and attack Dedeagatch, and he 
regretfully chronicles that "the exigen- 
cies o f the service made me sacrifice a 
hand containing fourteen aces!" 
There 
were some grewsome preparations for 
the battle in the captain's cabin, which 
had been turned into an operating thea- 
tre. 
No need arose for using it, how- 
ever, as no defense of the port was at- 
tempted by the Bulgarians. 


The description of the actual bom- 
bardment is in part as follows: 


"At about a quarter past one in the 
afternoon we loosed ofT at the big bar- 
racks. 
Our first shot brought the sol- 
diers tearing out of the buildings, and 
we/Cased up a bit to let them get clear. 
Then we banged and battered away at 
2.800 yards, making enormous holes and 
smashing in great areas of walla. Unless 
someone was killed inside the buildings, 
I think we did not hmt anyone. 
(Ger- 
man accoimts of the battle declare that 
several hundred soldiers were killed in 
these barracks). 


"We were only out for destruction and 
damage, not slaughter, 
as the thrifty 
Bulgar 
hates 
to 
have 
his 
property 
knocked about but cares very little if his 
neighbor—or even himself—is laid out. 


"Af^er a bit we went for the harbor 
—very tricky work, as the btilk of the 
caiques which we had orders to 
shoot 
at were just beyond a low outer break- 
water, and with a trajectory from the 
ship, the least alteration in the elevation 
of the gun made a big difference. 
The 
difTieulty was largely settled when our 
shells set the masts and sails afire, .md 
the flames spreading do^^^lward to the 
ships. 


The destroyers 
and 
monitors drew 
much less water than our larger ships 
and were able to creep in on the lead, 
the charts of Dedeagatch being inaccur- 
ate, and they plugged all manner 
of 
things. 
Fortunately tho population of 
the town had all gont away, and the 
troops stayed behind up in the hills, so 
1 dor.'t'think anyone was hurt. We killed 
a sitting engine which tried to hide itself 
behind a bush, but one which ran away 
epcaped all right. 
Two of the destroy- 
ers inspired it to still greater efforts with 
their four-inch guns. 


"Wlien we realized that there was no 
one to hurt, it just became a bonfire or 
Trafalgar day 
fireworks—it 
be^ng 
the 
110th anniversary of the battle of Tra- 
falgar. We set all manner of things on 
fireT Common shell was effective but lyd- 
dite was better. 
We burned a vast 
mountain of coal, many railway vans 
and trucks, ships, and two oil store- 
houses. 


'^But the best blazes were Avarefiouses 
behind the caique haiihor and an immense 
factory stuffed witli highly inflammable 
goods. 
It was six stories high, ten win- 
dows square, and had two annexes each 
of four stories. 
With a roaring wind to 
help us, »an no fire brigade to spoil the 
fun, it was a most gorgeous flare-up, and 
the fiâmes were bright enough to cast a 
shadow six miles away ! 


"The railway cars burned merrily, the 
firo jumning along from one to the other 
and "even eating away to windward, and 
the storehouses burned solidly and well, 
section after section catiliing. They had 
great glass skvlights, whidi wore shat- 
tered by the shells and vcutiiatcd tho fire 
nicely. 
. 


"The great thingjibout it was that no- 
body tried to put the fires out, and if 
one got smoky, a shell brightcne<l things 
up a bit and" improved the ventilation, 
so I don't suppose I shall ever see a 
finer blaze than Dodoagatch. 
The sparks 
from the big factory set fires to Re- 
ward, and these developed well. 
The 
coalheap fire, unfortunately, 
could not 
spread to anything, but it blazed and 
glowed in the wind. 


"Sometimes a shell would not set firo 
to a building—it would make a hole in 
the front wall and hurst inside, chawing 
it up. 
Or, if a lyddite shell, it would 
blow the roof off and the brick wall out 
—satisfactory, but not picturesque Tho 
barracks were iH several detached sec- 
tions and only one of them burned. 
The 
Bulgarians had a flag flying over one of 
the barrack buildings and wo brought it 
down in six shots, together with tho 
building it had adorned. 


"We stayed on until after dark, enjoy- 
ing the blaze. 
The flames from the big 
warehouse must have shot up 30 feet or 
more from the roof, and the fire looked 
solid 
from 
the 
basement 
upward- 
streamers fiftv feet 
long rushing up- 
wards from each of the sixty windows 
on the front and from the two anne.xes 
and sides. 
Tho oil store burned during 
the afternoon, a glow and some flames, 
bui mostly black, greasy-looking smoke, 
which rose 1,500 feet and clung together 
for about two miles. 
Unfortunately it 
was in a tank in the ground, so coitld 
not spread much. 
But one railwav car 
had oil or tar in it, ami the stufT rail 
out all blazing, a fine sight."

SEXBU UlllltliS FOR 
EQUMY OF MM 


Individual 
Liberty Long 
Watchword of Land in 
Invader's Grip. 


Washington, d! C., Nov. 30.—"Slavery 
never existed imder the Servian state, 
and Servian emperors in Europe's yoxith 
made protests in behalf of individual lib- 
erty the subject of international com- 
munications," says the latest primer of 
the National Geographic .society, which 
tells of some early Si-tvian traits that 
illustrate how naturally this people lamc 
by their passionate love of freedom. 


"The Serb, like all of his Slav broth- 
ers, has been a believer in the equality 
of men from his appearance in history. 
This belief has been maintained by him, 
despite his long-continued contact with 
autocratic Byzantium and t'.ie Ottoman 
empire. 
The empires to the south 
of 
Servia were mostly the strongholds of 
privileged rank and subservient masses, 
while the sturdy Slavs in the iiorth jeal- 
ously guarded the rights and the dignity 
of the individual. 


"Etiquette at the Byzantine court de- 
manded that the great noble who came 
into the presence of the emperor should 
bow, kneel and kiss the emperor's thign 
and knee. 
The man of low degree who 
reached his ruler's presence had to grovel 
prostrate on the earth before him. 
The 
noble atthe 
ervian court greeted 
his 
sovereign erect, while each kissed the 
ether on his temple. Even the conunoner 
stood erect before his ruler, following 
the ceremonial of kissing 
the ruler's 
I'.and. 


"Hereditary titles have jdaj-ed but a 
small part in life in Servia, and besides 
the head man of federate clans, the 
despot, king, emperor or prince—as the 
heads of the Servians have ranked—birth 
in a caste has conferred few privileges. 


"The Servian 
has 
stubbornly main- 
tcined his right to a part ux his govern- 
ment. All classes of his nation have al- 
ways 
possessed 
hereditary' 
property 
rights, and the right to trial by jury. 
From earliest times, they enjoyed local 
St If-government, and administered their 
tcwn and village affairs. 


"The great noble of the empire was 
privileged before the law in that he could 
only be called upon to appear before a 
court in the morning, never in the after- 
noon ; but this privilege did not give him 
any immunity from punishment for his 
crime. 


Xoi- did tlie Servian church ever at- 
tain the dominant ascendancy over its 
subjects that was Avon by the church in 
otiier lands. 
It was established as a 
public utility, and its duties to the peo- 
ple were closely defined in the old Ser- 
vian codes. 
Thus, the monasteries were 
bound to feed the hungry, to take; in the 
sick, and to give hospitality to the trav- 
eler. 
Moreover, the Doushan code says: 
"The monk shall possess nothing and 
shall iiot have in his cell even a needlf 
and thread without having received it in 
penediction from the Old One." (ie the 
abbott). 


"While the Serb has never been the 
victim of a too strong social organiza- 
tion, with its attendant specialization of 
classes, he has been, in many instances, 
the victim of too great individual free- 
dom, of an individual freedom that has 
deprived his state of sulTicient organized 
strength wherewith to repel the foreign 
enemy. 
his brave insistence upon 


this freedom retarded the development 
of his state through generations.''

There will be a gain of at least one chairmanship for the Hoosier 
contingent—that of Morrison on the committee on patents—and the 
Indiana members are to be found in many other important places.

]n addition there will, of course, be the usual proportion of In- 
diana nu-n on tlie smaller committees, and there is prospect also that 
Representative IMoss may land in better position to push the rural 
credits legislation whicli he is championing.

of committee lionors is fully equal to that of any other state. "With 
the re-election of Senator Kern as democratic floor leader in the up- 
per lionse, and the unquestioned pTOminence'of Senator'Shively in 
legislative matters, Indiana is going to again figure very largely in 
the comiijg congressional term. 


Till' strilre of machinists at the big Studebaker works in South 
Bend is asKiiming deadlocked proportions and is resulting in the dis- 
charge of other operatives whose labor cannot be utilized because of 
the tie-up in the department about which trouble centers. The effect 
of the strike is likely to be irar-reaehing and expensive, both to the 
vvorkinen for whom the pay envelope has stopped and to the company 
which must inevitably lose heavily because it is unable to take care 
pf its business promptly and smoothly. It is a very serious question 
whether any possible settlement that can now be effected will consti- 
tute a net gain to either side of .the unfortunate controversy. 


The war department has refused the tender of the Indiana build-

So many of the prig- 
inal elect are saying "no, thank you," that Mr. Ford may yet be 
compelled to /esort to a call to the highways and byways in order to 
secure a numerically representative expedition. 


Judge Anderson, in the federal court on Tuesday, passed sen- 
tence on the last four of the Terre Haute political ring of more than 
one hundred crooks, big and little, whose operations in the manipula- 
tion of elections were cut short by the intervention of the United 
States court.

Doing a general transportation busi- 
ness on air and rubber at 5 cents a 
head may not be profitable, as 
many 
ex-jitney drivers in Gra^d Rapids dis- 
covered after the business was regulated 
in* the interests of public safety. ' But 
some of Philadelphia's operators, faced 
with a similar problem, have found ways 
of using their cars to advantage. 


One driver arranged with residents of 
a certain neighborhood to serve them at 
10 cents a head. He carries^the men U> 
and from downtown four times a 
takes their wives shopping in the mor»- 
iug and calling in the afternoon. From 
these customers he can count on at least 
$3 a day over and above expenses, often 
more. 


Another has worked 
into the good 
graces of club women and spends each 
afternoon carrying them to lectures and 
meetings. Taking these persons to the 
theater' is another 
source of revenue. 
Still a third specializes in serving in- 
valids, having a regular schedule for the 
lame, the halt, the blind and convales- 
cent at 50 cents ^er outing. The pos- 
sibilities are so great that he may put 
a second car into service, but needless 
to say none but a responsible and pa- 
tient man should cultivate this line of 
trade. 


These are merely three cases exem- 
plifying the steady progress of automo- 
bile service toward loAver rates. Every 
city has room for motor cars operated 
profitably 
at 
rates 
between 
those 
charged by street railways and taxicabs. 
Those Grand Rapids jitney owners who 
feel that they cannot compete against 
the street cars under the ordinance 
should cultivate the more profitable 
side lines. 
There is money in special- 
ir.ing even in transportation.

War is bringing freedom to Russia. 
In whatever way tbe final outcome 
may 
go 
it 
will 
mean that 
the 
abackles 
will 
forever 
be broken 
that so long have bound the peas- 
antry and have held in oppression— 
especially the Russian Jews. 


That great all-seeing 
eye of the 
Russian secret police that with one 
blink has sent into the mines of Si- 
beria hundreds of innocent men and 
women has been temporarily blind- 
ed by the war, and there is evidence 
that it should forever be closed. 


Nothing can be more dreadful to 
the innocent or guilty, the rich or 
the poor than that dreadful all-see- 
Ing eye. 


In 
many 
ways it has 
wrought 
more damage to the i)eopie of Rus- 
sia than even the French revolution 
when all that was nrcoHsary to sf^nd 
an innocent man or v, oman to the 
guillotine was to but swspi^ct him or 
her of having at a distant time fa- 
vored royalty or to have at one Time 
been the favorite of one of the no- 
bility. 


With the secret police of Russia it 
has been but necessary to suspect 
anyone of treason against the gov- 
ernment to send him or her to per- 
petual haiiishment in the cold, cruel 
Siberian region, there to meet his or 
her death by exposure or from bru- 
tal treatment of the guards. 


Everywhere in Russia there was 
ever that all-seeing eye of the secret 
police. 
There were eavesdroppers 
everywhere. 
One 
was 
not safe 
from being overheard even in his 
own home. 
None knew who were 
and who were-not in the employ of 
the government secret service. 


The garrulous butcher or the gro- 
cer might be a government spy. The 
doctor might reveal his secret to the 
government 
and cause the arrest of 
his patients. 
SPIES WERE 
ETEEXWHERE. 


No one was safe in talking to his 
neighbor for the latter might be a 
spy or a friend of one of the secret 
police.. A man might discuss with 
his wife at the supper 
table his 
opinion of the government and the 
next day the two might be under ar- 
rest and in a week be with the hun- 
dreds of men and women being tak- 
en to the perpetual 
banishment of 
Siberia. 


Students in the halls 
of liberal 
education 
always 
were suspected 
and often made the victims. Educa- 
tion brings upon itself the power of 
clear thinking 
and 
clear thinking 
often finds fault with government 
and with political system. 
So even 
among the students the secret po- 
lice mingled. Their presence never 
was known. 


A student might be arrested and 
sent on his way to Siberia and yet 
the identity of the informer never 
revealed. The most popular man in 
college might be the very informer 
and yet none would know It. 


This system of espionage had just 
tbe 
opposite 
effect. 
Freedom of 
thought is prized just as highly in 
Russia as in any other country of 
the world. 
Students 
held 
secret 
meetings to plan 
reprisal 
on the 
government. The meetings were held 
at the dead of night with each fear- 
ing that banishment- would ^ be the 
result of his connivance. 


Although every 
precaution 
was 
taken none was assured 
that his 
neighbor 
to the rigiit 
or left, the 
man^who talked most bitter against 
the government and urged the most 
extreme anarchy, or the man who 


sat silent and nodded approval, was 
not a government spy, a part of that 
great secret 
service—the 
greatest 
and yet the most damaging in all the 
world. 


But now this system of espionage 
has passed. 
Russia is too busy de- 
fending herself with her entire male 
strength to devote time to the con- 
sideration of possible internal dis- 
turbance. 
The 
majority 
of her 
thousands of secret service men are 
shouldering rifles at the front. 
BRIXGS IXTEIiXAL 
PEACE. 


War has brought internal peace to 
the nation. It has liberated her citi- 
zens from restraint 
of speech. 
It 
will mean in the future a freedom in 
the teaching of the arts and sciences, 
education having been practically 
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placed under a ban for fear it might 
cause a general uprising of the peo- 
ple. 


The majority of Russians are un- 
tutored and it seems the government 
desires to keep them in that state. A 
man possessed of knowledge hates 
nothing more than oppression, and 
his fiery words may incite a whole 
army to riot- 
Ignorant people are 
more tractable. 
They 
never have 
gazed from the divine heights that 
stretched out to their gaze a new 
vale in which equality and liberty, 
two of the three great principles of 
the French revolution, weie display- 
ed. 


They accepted the rigors of the 
government's dictates without dis- 
sent—without ever stopping to rea- 
son why. 
.They lived and died in 
the ignorance the government im- 
posed. 


But with the fall of Warsaw there 
came the 
dawn 
of a new day for 
Russian subjects. Under encourage-' 
ment 
of the German 
invaders the 
peasants returned to the farms they 
had 
left to seek 
protection ftom 
what they believed would be the ter- 
rible reprisals of the oncoming foes. 
Poland 
is back 
at work, just as 
peacefully and naturally as If there 
liad been no war. 


The Germans have injected some 
^of their "kultur" among the peo- 
'ple 
of Poland 
and wherever they 


have gained Russian territory they 
have impressed the natives with the 
thought that 
Germany 
does 
not 
intend to take their land or drive 
off their sheep. They have found the 
German Soldiers as -a rule kind and 
considerate. 
Their fears have van- 
ished and today they are back as 
peacefully at work as If their soil 
was not trod by the foot of an alien 
foe. 
BETUBir OF 
REFUGEES. 


All day long may be seen the carts 
of the returning refugees. There are 
miles of them on the wide highways. 
The whole country side for 40 miles 
west of Warsaw and 100 miles to the 
east is streaming with tbem. 
If 
their homes used to be around Low- 
wlcz or Bolimw they come from the 
northeast and if they lived out on 
the great plain to the east and south- 
east then they make the start home- 
ward from the Praga side of the Vis- 
tula. 


From 
Lowicz 
to 
Brest-LItovsk 
there is not a main road that Is not 
crowded with men returning to their 
farms. When 
darkness 
begins to 
fall they draw their wagons off the 
road and the Women who are stiff 
with cold and weariness swing them- 
selves down from the mountains of 
household good« on which they have 
been riding all day and the men who 
have been drlvlne since dawn go 


methodically about unhitching their 
tired beasts. 


If 
there is any water 
to be had 
the woipen have their fires ablaze, 
the water heated and do their wash- 
ing on the roadside. 
Most of thism 
are barefoot, but that is from custom 
rather than from deprivation. 
The 
women wear a sort of a turban. They 
display quiet fortitude and what may 
have been 
said of their 
suffering 
does not come from their lips when 
one addresses them. 


That the quiet, uncomplaining at- 
titude of these peasant refugees is 
not merely the result of stolidity, is 
proved by their tenderness toward 
one another. They do not run with 
cries and groans to help one anoth- 
er. 
They just give. 
It Is not true 
that they are patient solely because 
they are Incapable of realizing how 
badly off they are. j They do realize 
it, but they do not waste time on the 
thought. 
They drag out the cart, 
load the bedding and the provisions 
and the babies on to it, hitch up 
the team and push on toward home. 
If they find home standing they,'in 
their own words, give thanks to the 
good God. If it lies level with the 
ground they begin sorting the bricks. 
HOME HEAKS 
MORE. 
' 


Often on the homeward way night 
overtakes them while they still are 
far from any 
village. 
Then they 


R U S S I A N

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make the cheerful bivouac and snug- 
gle close to their fires to await the 
coming of the dawn. Sometimes they 
do not surrender to the darkness 
but push ahead. 


They go through rain, they pass 
dreadful nights with their children 
trying, their horses half dead and 
their food supply almost exhausted. 


Yet when they finally reach their 
farms 
and find their 
homes still 
standing, their barns unburned and 
their haystacks untouched their* joy 
knows no bounds. 
They thank the 
Germans, 
they 
utter 
prayers 
of 
praise for them for having left what 
little they had remain unharmed. 


They start their farming anew and 
even with shot and shell shrieking 
about 
them 
In the 
numerous en- 
gagements they continue their plow- 
ing confident that the new dawn has 
seen its way In RussI^ 


Thus have things changed In the 
Empire of the Czars. ]^en the Jowa 


have won their share of Mberty and 
now are allowed to hold land and to 
enter the 
educational 
institutions. 
Before they had been closed off from 
the heights of knowldege. The gov- 
ernment had considered it danger- 
ous for, them to have learning, for 
learning in those 
days 
meant an- 
archism to a race of oppressed be- 
ings who.'with the dawn of enlight- 
ment first felt the hunger for that 
great thing that all education leads 
to—freedom, politically 
and relig- 
iously. 


So any way the war may find Its 
outcome, Russia will have profited 
by It. If the Germans win the peas- 
ants of Poland and Russia will be 
feeling the» crowning joy of having 
more freedom than they or their an- 
•cestors ever felt before. 
It Is not 
the attitude of German. It wsecis, to 
acquire Russian or Polish territory 
or to deprive the conquered of their 
Tights to pursue a peaceful living. 


It seems the Germans and Aus- 
trians have brought 
some of their 
"kultur" into -Russia and it may be 
useful to that nation and its people 
in the future. 


They have introduced amonc this 
stolid race some of their own joys 
and pleasures. They have taught the 
Russian peasants that there is some- 
thing more in life than working «11 
day and sleeping all night. 
They 
have 
taught' the 
children 
maiiir 
things. They have introduced scien- 
tific knowledge that will be of great 
help to the people. They have taught 
them useful things—how to mate 
toys, how to do a hundred and on« 
things.that never had been known to 
them before. 


So the great dawn has come to 
Russia and with it has forever vux« 
ished the secret police and the spy 
system-banished by ^ e , great dawa 
of freedom that the invaders hairs 
carried into Russia.

Zurich, Switzerland, Nov. 15.— (Corre-- 
spondence of the Associated Press).— 
While Austrian trade and industry gen- 
erally are suffering great depression from 
the war, the little mountainous crown- 
land of Vorarlberg, on the borders of 
Switzerland, is in a most prosperous con- 
dition. 


In Vorarlberg are scores of small em- 
broidery factories new crowded with or- 
ders from Swiss agents, who can get the 
V7ork done thirty per cent, cheaper there 
than in their own country, because the 
Austrian crown, usually roughly equiva- 
lent to a franc in value, is no)v worth 
seventy centimes in Swiss money. And 
meanwhile thousands of Swiss workers 
are out of employment. 


Valenciennes, the center of the French 
embroidery industry, is occupied by the 
Germans, and Plauen 
in 
Saxony, the 
chief center of Germany's embroidery 
trade can no longer export any ware-s. 
Consequently, Switzerland's embroidery 
exports are rising by leaps and bounds, 
in spite of the general depression every- 
where resulting from the war. 
Last 
year the total exports of embroideries 
amounted to some twenty-four million 
dollars, this year 
they will probably 
reach forty millions. 
The bulk of the 
gooils are going to the United States and 
to Great Britain.' The Swiss trader is 
profiting both ways; in cheaper labor 
and comparative freedom from compe- 
tition.

Envelope Obsolete, Letter 
from Soldier to Mother 
is Destroyed. 


London, Nov. 30—The heartlessness of 
the rep tape system is shown in the 
letter written by a mother to one of 
the London papers, who instead of a let- 
ter from her soldier son, now in the 
trenches, received the following type- 
written notice from the military cen- 
sor: "Letter destroyed. This pattern of 
envelope is obsolete, and its use is for- 
bidden." 


Lately it was decided that the green 
envelopes served out to the soldiers in 
France should not be used, possibly be- 
cause they had fallen into the hands of 
spies. 
But the act of the censor fell 
hard on the mother, who writes: 


"My son was sent out to France in the 
first week of February, and has had no 
leave. He came out of hospital on Oc- 
tober 7, where he had been a month, 
(during which time not one of his let- 
ters were forwarded, each one coming 
back to vis), and was sent straight up 
to the front line again. 


"We have heard notliing about" him 
since October II, so our anxiety can be 
understood. A comrade wrote to tell us 
hfc was missing and that the sergeant 
was writing details. 


"Our 
indignation may be imagined 
when we received, not news of our dear 
lad, but the heartless slip of paper al- 
ready described. He was a lanc-e-cori)oral, 
and the best of sons."'

It is holievrd that Brower, a middle- 
aged man. was enamored of Mrs. (Gil- 
bert, and that the woman's repulsion of 
his advances led to the murder and sui- 
cide. It is said that Broker's attention 
lo -Mrs. Gilbert had caused a coolnos;» 
between the woman and her husband 
and that for several days Gilbert had 
refused to hold any communication with 
her, though 
continuing to reside at 
home. 


Yesterday ilr. and Mrs. (Gilbert went 
to the home of a neighbor to assist iii 
butchering. 
During the afternoon Mrs. 
Gilbert returned home, her husband re- 
maining behind. In the evening Brow- 
er went to the Gilbert home and found 
Mrs. Gilbert and her son in the kitchen. 
According to the boy's story, Brower 
drew his revolver, which he had pur- 
chased from a friend last Sunday, an<i 
fired four shots at Mrs. Gilbert. She 
was 
killed 
instantly. 
Brower 
then 
placed the pistol at his own head an*? 
fired, falling dead. The boy ran to the 
home of a neighbor for help and men 
who returned v/ith him were for a time 
afraid to enter the house. Finally they 
did .so and found the bodies of Mrs. 
Gilbert and Brower in ttie kitchen.

19 KNOWN DEAD IN 
EXPLOSION IN MINE 


Boomer, W. Va., Dec. 1.—The bodies 
of fourteen miners who lost their lives 
in mine No. 2 of the Boomer Coal and 
Ck)ke company by an explosion of a 
blow-out shot which yesterday at noon 
imperilled 300 men, were brought to 
the surface this morning and taken to 
th<» temporary morgue nearby. 


Soon afterwards a rescue party ap- 
p ^ r e d with five other men who had 
been buried far und.jr ground and who, 
though still alive, were in a critical 
condition. 
They were hurriedly taken 
to the hospital in the hope that prompt

Democratic Councilmen 
Will Stand by Pledges 
oi Campaign. 


"There isn't a chance for \)003tingr the 
city tax levy during the life of the present 
city council," said President William A. 
Bayer, president of 
that 
body, when 
asked Wednesday what probably would 
be the council's view of published state- 
njents by Comptroller W. C. Baade that 
tlie city would either have to increase 
the levy or borrow money. 


"The thirteen democratic members of 
this council went into office under an 
rbsolute pledge to the people that the 
tax levy 
-.vould not bo raised during: th^r 
term. 
it pledge will be kept, I am 


sure. 
1 can speak with positiveness only 
for myself," continued President Bayer, 
"but I believe I am pretty well acquainted 
with the sentiments of 
my 
democratic 
colleagues and they will not be disposed 
to violate their pledges of the campaign. 
Mr. Baade's statement is more a warning 
that there must be retrenchment than a 
threat of disaster as alternative to boost- 
ing the levy. 
He has made such state- 
ments before when discussing the narrow 
margin of the city's financial situation. If 
serious emergencies arose to require the 
possession of more money the city can 
readily employ its credit and there are 
some directions in which this should be 
done, as for 
instance in the 
probable 
necessity to increase the fund for the 
building of a new garbage plant. A short 
time loan for that purpose would be 
better than raising the levy. 
We can 
get along on this levy by proper care 
vntil the time comes for another valua- 
tion of property, 
when 
there 
will be 
something doing in Fort Wayne as well 
as all over the state. The property valu- 
ation is much too low.

much uneasiness and apprehension in 
Peking. 


Repeated rumors that Japan has re- 
vived the demands made under group V. 
ii! its ultimatum of May 7. add to the 
general unrest in China, and afford food 
for the campaign which is being waged 
by opponents ofthe monarchical move- 
ment. 


In a recent article the Tokio "Daily 
Yamato," states that Baron Ishii will 
have a far better defined foreign policy 
than his predecessor and is expected to 
improve tlie foreign relations with Japan 
bj' some striking 
diplomatic strokes.

than those delivered by Mr. Hioki at the 
Command of Baron Kato anil which yield- 
ed the brigand harvest of the Japanese 
demands are expected, then God help 
the coming empire in China!" 


The demands made by Japan under 
group V. all of wliieh are now held in 
abeyance, are the dread of all Chinese. 
Constant references are made to them in 
the newspapers printed in Chinese, as 
well as those printed in Ì3nglish. 
Under 
this group are seven articles. 
The first 
provides that the Chinese 
government 
shall employ influential Japanese as ad- 
visers in politics, financial and military 
affairs. 
Article two empowers Japanese 
hospitals, churches and schools to own 
land in the interior of China. 
Under the 
third article, Japan seeks joint admin- 
istration with the Chinese of thi police 
department in important Chinese cities. 
The fourth article stipulates that China 
.shall buy at least fifty per cent, of its 
munitions of war from Japan, and shall 
employ Japanese 
technical 
experts in 
an arsenal operated jointly in China by 
Cliinese and Japanese. 
The fifth article 
demands the right to construct import- 
ant railways in the Yang-tse valley. Ar- 
ticle six stipulates 
that when China 
needs foreign capital to develop public 
works in the province of Fukien, Japan 
shall first be consulted. 
The concluding 
article demands that Japanese subjects 
shall have the right of missionary prop- 
aganda in China. 


President Yuan Shi-kai and his advis- 
ers protested vigorously 
against 
this 
g:oup, which will be remembered as the 
group which was kept secret for some 
time, declaring that these demands "were 
not proper subjects f<Ìl- international ne- 
gotiations, conflicting as they did with 
the soverign rights of China, the treaty 
of other powers, and the principle of 
equal opportunity." 


Supporters of the republican form of 
government are frank 
in their charge 
that President Yuan Shi-kai is putting 
Giina clearly at the mercy of Japan by 
risking the change to a monarchy at a 
time when the world powers are engaged 
in a stnigglo which will make foreign 
interference in far eastern politics un- 
likely.

At consumptive hospitals they 
warmly clothe the patient and place him 
in a draught.

THE SKIlf. 


As a means of protection against cold 
weather it is important that the skin 
should be kept in a healthy and active 
condition; this may be accomplished in a 
very efTective manner by proper bathing 
and exercise. 


The most stimulating and pleasant 
form of keeping the skin in a healthy 
condition consists in the daily ghower of 
very warm watef, fo]lowe<l immediately 
by a cold shower, after briskly rubbing 
and drying the skin. This bath should 
be taken upon rising in the morning. 


This leaves the surface o^ the body 
•Well warlned. The cold shower produces 
a stimulating effect with the minimum 
of shock and a good reaction promptly 
follows if ttie person is in reasonably 
gbod health.

From the standpoint of race hygiene, an 
absolute end of the drinking of alcohol 
is the most desirable. The greatest need 
is that the average 'moderate use' should 


disappear—that is, drunkenness is sec- 
ondary." 


The liquor men in America claim that 
alcohol serves a useful purpose in so- 
ciety by "eliminating the unfit" and thus 
contributing to "the survival of the fit- 
test," 
Jt is, perhaps, tnie that alcohol 
contributes to the survival of the fittest 
—that is, those who are fittest, for sur- 
vival only. 
The elimination of Robert 
Burns, Edgar Allen Poe, Alexander 
tho 
Great, and men of similar gigantic mind 
and soiil does not indicate that society 
can safely tolerate alcohol for elimina- 
tion purposes, especially when it not only 
contributes to the degeneration of the 
race. The doctor in Ibsen's "(ihosts" de- 
scribe<l Oswald as "worm-eaten 
from 
birth." 
The phrase would apply well to 
I'.undreds of thousands 
of 
children of 
moderate beer drinkers.

A saloon license is a legal fiction limit- 
ed as to time. The saloon has no inher- 
ent rights; it is essentially an outcast 
from society, an outlaw in the courts—a 
public 
nuisance 
which 
anyone 
may 
legally take steps to abate. But govern- 
ment, for a price, grants to this institu- 
tion the rights nature has not conferred 
upon it. It is adopted into the law. 


But it must be remembered that this 
adoption is only 
for the time during 
whieh the license remains in force. When 
tho license expires the saloon automat- 
ically reverts to its outlaw state, and its 
abatement becomes as legal as it 'is 
righteous. 


Prohibition of the traffic stands for the 
abolition of the license sj'stem, for a dis- 
continuance of the system which pre- 
tends a thing that is not so, which tolj):- 
ates a thing which nature lias never in- 
tended should be tolerated.

Tlius you stand at the window, 
waiting for feeling, and all the while re- 
fusing the grace of God. Now, wlmi do 
you want to feel? "Why," perhaps you 
say, "I must feel very sorry for my sins, 
and I must feel that I have forisalcen 
them, and I must feel that I love God. I 
have often tried to feel all this; but I 
have always failed. And yet I must feel all 
this before I can be saved—must I not!" 
No, my friend, if these feelings were 
God's conditions of salvation, not one 
sould would be saved. Now let us look 
u:to tlie NeAv Testament and see. I can- 
not find one place where it says. If you 
feel sorry for your sins, you shall

saved. The answer to the jailer's ques* 
tion, "What must I do to be saved?" was 
not, "Be or feel sorry for thy sins, and 
thou shalt be saved."

New Method of 


Packing Butter 


I often hear good housekeepers say 
that It is quite impossible to pack but- 
ter so that it will keep longer than a 
few weeks, and be fit for the table. 
I 
never dispute them. If they are older 
than I am, or when they seem very 
opinionated; for I am a young house- 
keeper. 
But I have helped 
mother 
ever since I was a little girl of ten, 
and mother was a good housekeeper, 
*nd knew how to keep butter. 


Another proof that butter can be 
packed, so that it will keep, is found In 
the fact that the very 
housekeeper 
who said it couldn't be done, has eaten 
my packed butter and called it good. 
But she didn't know it was packed, 
when she said so. 


Every 
farmer's 
wife 
knows 
that 
there comes a time each year when 
there isn't cream enough to spare for 
butter, that 
is, unless several 
cows 
are kept. I never try to pack butter 
that is churned in very hot weather. 
Indeed, 
I 
seldom 
churn 
In 
hot 
weather, for then we require a great 
deal of milk and cream for the table- 
It Is then we begin using the butter I 
had packed away in the spring, when 
the cows were fresh. 


Butter must be quite firm to pack 
iUccessfuUy. 
It should be well washed 
In plenty of clear, cold water, to get 
out all buttermilk, for it is the sour 
buttermilk that spoils, not the butter. 
I use fine rock salt for my butter, and 
with It I work in a very little salt- 
petre and 
sugar. 
I can't"" say 
how 
much, for I never measure—just take 
up a pinch of the saltpetre and mix It 
with a spoonful of sugar, and then mix 
this ^vith a teacupful of the rock salt. 
-After working the butter thoroughly, 
but not enough to break the 
grain 
Rnd give it the appearance of salve, I 
pack it solid In new crocks holding 
about three pounds each. 
Then 
in 
large shallow crocks, I pour a quart or 
more of very strong brine and place 
the crock of butter upside down, in 
this. A piece of heavy paper Is tied 
over all, and it is set away in a cool 
place until wanted. 
I have kept but- 
ter for three months, in this way, and 
It was as good as If freshly churned. 
Am sure it would have kept 
longer 
had I not needed It for the table.— 
Mabel Pierce.

No Man Can Succeed in Dairying and Make it Realize its Full Capacity, Who Does Not Inform Himself and Become a 
Student in the Business, and Put His Best Thought Into His Every-Day Practice—Study the Needs of tha 
Herd Before Building—^This is One of the First Steps in Successful Dairying.

have caused a large demand for 
a 
dairy house which will 
flulflll 
sani- 
tary requirements and at the 
same 
time 
be 
practical 
and 
inexpensive. 
For those who are striving to 
im- 
prove the quality of their 
products 
such a building is an absolute neces- 
sity. 
Milk which is poured or strained 
in the barn, or allowed to stand there, 
is liable to be contaminated by bac- 
teria and to absorb stable odors. 
As 
soon as the cow's milk is drawn 
It 
should be carried to the dairy house, 
to be cooled Immediately to 60 de- 


which 
dirt 
may 
lodge. 
Ventilator« 
are necessary to keep the air In the 
milk room fresh and free f r o m all 
odors and to carry steam away f r o m 
the 
wash 
room. 
Windows 
are 
of 
great Importance, as they admit sun- 
light 
and 
fresh 
air 
and 
facilitate 
work. 
In 
s u m m e r 
the 
doors 
and 
windows should be screened to 
ex- 
clude flies and other Insects. 


It Is Imperfitlve that 
there be 
a 
plentiful 
supply 
of 
cold, 
running 
water at the dairj' house. 
If It 1« 
not possible to have a regular water 
system, water may be piped f r o m an 
elevated tank fed by an engine, wind- 
mill, hand pump, or hydraulic 
ram. 


PROTECT A P P L E T R E E S 


Appiè trees are too valuable to feed 
to mice and rabbits, says R. S. Mack- 
intosh, Extension Division, University 
P'arm, St. Paul. 
All young trees can 
easily be protected by means of heavy 
paper or wire netting of quarter-inch 
mesh, wrapped around the trunks. 
All 
grass and weeds should be removed 
from trees that are likely to bo in- 
lured by mice. 


Young pigs must gainstrength through 
free exercise In order to develop bone 
and 
vital power for heavy 
feeding, 
vnd a good finish in the fattening pen.

For 
convenience 
the

house 
should be near the barn, yet so far 
from it that no barn odors can 
be 
detected in the house, and should \)e 
on 
well-drained 
land 
which 
slopes 
from the house. 


The principal purpose In 
building 
a dairy house is to provide a place 
where dairy products may be handled 
apart f r o m anything else. 
To carry 
out this idea it Is necessary to divide 
the interior of the building so 
that 
the utensils do not have to be washed 
in the same room where the milk is 
handled. 
The idea of absolute clean- 
liness must always be kept in mind; 
therefore there should be no unnec- 
essary ledges or rough surfaces on 


The dairyman can 111 afford to spend 
his time carrying water in a pail to 
cool milk and wash utenellsi , 


For 
the 
proper 
sterilization 
of 
utensils an abundance of steam or hot 
water Is needed. 
A pall or can may 
appear to be clean and still may con- 
tain 
numerous 
bacteria 
which 
will 
hasten the souring of milk, cause bad 
flavor 
in butter or cheese, or spread 
contagion. 
After 
the 
utensils 
are 
thoroughly 
cleaned 
they 
should 
be 
either scalded with boiling water or 
steamed. 


The dairy house should be so built 
as to economize labor to the greatest 
extent. 
To do this the building fnust 
be 
arranged 
to 
avoid 
unnecewary 
steps. 


It is not possible to submit a plan 
that will suit all conditions, but it is 
believed that the accompanying 
de- 
scription of a dairy house will meet

the needs of the average dairy that 
ships either milk or cream in cans. 
This plan Is capable of 
considerable 
variation to adapt It to a wide sphere 
of usefulness. 
F o r larger dairies the 
same arrangement m a y be used

The building described Is 20 feet 
long, 10 feet wide, 8 feet 6 Inches 
high In the front, 6 feet 6 inches In 
the rear, and has a shed roof. 
The 
exterior of the building may be cov- 
ered 
with 
sheathing 
and

paper or with weatherboardlng 
and 
shingles, the deciding factors 
being 
expense, durability, and 
appearance.

The building should have a

ing. 
The remainder of the walls and 
celling may be covered with matched 
boards and then painted with a white, 
washable, enamel paint. 
Ventilating 
flues should extend through the roof 
f r o m the ceilings of the cooling room 
and wash room.

the Inside wall when they are closed.

The closet can be opened f r o m either 
room, so that the samples from the 
milk room may be placed in the bot- 
tles in the closet and when it is de- 
sired to test the milk they can

reached easily from the wash room; 
this arrangement makes it unnecessary 
to carry bottles f r o m one room to the 
other. 


Over the tester in the washroom a 
shelf may be placed for the purpose 
of keeping the glassware used in the 
Babcock test and the scales for weigh- 
ing the samples of cream. 


Ghre Bees Goo- 


Winter Quarten 


The winter losses of bees are greaf 
every year. 
Beekeepers can 
reduce 
these losses by preparing their beet 
for winter and giving them good vRi'« 
ter quarters. 


The chief known causes for wlnteP 
losses are queenlessness, lack of num« 
bers In colonies. Insufficient food, poo» 
food, dampness, lack of air, the break« 
ing of clusters, and low temperatures, 


A queenless colony will certainly dl« 
in a few months. 


If the number of bees in a colony U 
small, 
the 
cluster 
cannot 
generate 
enough heat or keep the heat It gen- 
erates and the bees freeze. 
In 
the 
fall small colonies should be united 
into one big colony. 


Bees must eat in the winter in ordeff 
to generate heat. 
They must 
have 
about forty pounds of honey 
when 
they go into winter quarters. 
If thejT 
are 
short, 
they should 
be 
8upplle<l 
early 
with 
flnished 
frames 
or 
fed 
sugar syrup. 
Dark (not amber) honey 
Is poor food for bees to winter on. AH 
black honey should be removed and 
combs of white honey should be In^ 
serted. 


Dampness In a cellar causes 
the 
comî-s and frames and the hive walls 
and cover to get wet and mouldy, a n d 
the bees perish from wet cold. 
Bee* 
need fresh air. 
Foul air will cause 
excitement, and the bees will scatte* 
and die. 
Excitement among bees 111 
winter Is fatal. 


The present style of Hoffman f r a m e 
divides the bee cluster in winter Inta" 
eleven spaces, and the bees are unable 
to pass from one space to the other. 
When the bee cluster contracts during 
the winter, those left on the outside 
frames die. 
Some beekeepers 
per- 
forate their frames for the easy pass* 
age of bees f r o m one compartment to 
another. 
If kept in a warm place they 
can pass over or around the frames. I n 
long-continued 
and 
severe cold 
the 
bees may not be able to move alongr 
the frame and they will sometimes die 
of hunger within an inch of the honey 
supply. 


Bees should be kept in a cellar at a 
temperature 
of 
about 
45 
degrees. 
Very strong 
colonies, 
however, 
will 
survive almost any degree of cold. 
In 
hives well protected with leaves, ex- 
celsior, or shavings, bees have 
win- 
tered in Minnesota very successfully, 
especially in sheltered localities. 


Cellar wintering Is at present gen- 
eral. 
But the beekeeper should 
be 
sure to have a warm, dry, dark, well- 
ventilated cellar for his bees and they 
should not be disturbed during their 
winter sleep. 


With the best of care many colonie» 
are lost every winter, which 
shows 
that there is still a great deal to learn 
about the best conditions for winter- 
ing.—Francis Jager, University Farm, 
St. Paul.

HARVESTING AND STORING SWEET POTATOES 


A-pproximately Fifty or Fifty-Five Million Bushels of Sweet Potatoes Are Grown 


Ajinually in the United States. 


liimed and Unllmed Sweet Potatoe« 


The sweet potato Is probably native 
to tropical America. 
It is tender to 
frost and is not grown 
commercially 
to any extent north of New Jersey., 
In gardens it is grown as far north 
as Maine and 
Michigan. 
It is ex- 
tensively grown all through the south 
and in California. 
The chief states of 
•production are the Carolinas, Georgia, 
yexas. Alabama, Mississippi, Virgflnla 
^ i i ><ew Jersey. 


Sweet 
potatoes 
may 
be 
gathered 
for the table as soon as they are large 
enough. 
The main crop should 
be 
left In the ground 
until the 
tubers 
mature. 
This is told by breaking the 
tubers and exposing them to the air. 
If they are mature enough for storing 


the original color Is maintained; 
If 
not, the broken surface turns a black 
or greenish color. 
In any case they 
should be gathered Immediately after 
a frost. 
Before digging the vines are 
cut and cleared away and the tubers 
then dug with a hill sweep plow or 
like tool. 
After drying in the 
sun 
for a few hours they are gathered Into 
small plies, where they remain until 
removed from the 
fields. 


Sweet potatoes do not keep 
long 
under the best methods of 
handling 
and 
the 
most 
eflflcient methods 
of 
handling and of storage Is still 
an 
unsettled one. 
I<arge handlers store 
them In dry rooms having good ven- 
tilation 
and 
keep 
the 
temperature 


at from 50 degrees to 65 degrees F. 
When the tubers are first put in stor- 
age and are going through the sweat- 
ing period the temperature is run up 
to 80 degrees F. 
The common method 
of storage is to put the tubers In a 
cone-shaped pile containing 3.0 to 50 
bushels. 
Over the 
pile a layer 
of 
fine dry straw or hay, then a layer of 
corn stalks, and on the top of 
this 
two or three Inches of dry sand Is 
placed. 
The whole Is then 
banked 
two or three inches deep with heavier 
soil. 


In 
South 
Carolina 
many 
growers 
store their sweet potatoes In cotton- 
seed hulls and 
dry sand, and 
they 
keep very well. 
A good crop of sweet 
potatoes will run 
from 200 to 
400 
bushels per acre. 
The cost of 
pro- 
duction 
is about 
$20 per acre. 
In 
some 
localities 
sweet 
potatoes 
are 
grown 
extensively for stock. 
Hogs 
relish them and do their own digging. 
For horses and cattle the roots should 
be 
sliced. 
Sweet 
potatoes 
contain 
four to six per cent of sugar and six- 
teen to eighteen per cent of starch 
They contain considerably 
more 
fat 
than Irish potatoes and, on the whole, 
have a somewhat greater food value

fact that 50 per cent of the value of 
the corn plant is in the stalk 
and 
leaves. 
Not only is it true that silage 
increases the value of corn, but of 
all 
other 
foods fed 
to 
live 
stock. 
There is no home-grown feed which 
becomes 
more 
Indispensable 
than 
silage when It has been given a fair 
trial. 
The greatest proof of this is 
the fact that farmers who have one 
silo are building another. 


AVOID DIGESTIATE DISORDERS 


Careful attention is the keynote to 
niccessful calf raising. 
The blame for 
Failure may often be laid to the fact^ 
that the butterfat has been removed 
from the milk, but i t Is more often 
paused by the lack of good Judgment 
«« tlie part of the herdsman.

The careful herdsman avoids diges- 
tive disorders in the calf by feeding 
the skim milk warm and using only 
clean buckets. 
Overfeeding also helps 
to derange 
the 
digestive 
tract 
and 
should 
be avoided. 
Prom the 
time 
that the calf is b o m until it Is well 
grown It should be provided with a 
clean stall. 
This prevents navel 111 
and Insures a healthful growth. 


HOW TO SELECTT SEED BEANS 


Get seed f r o m your own crop If 
possible. 
If there are no clean pods 
in your own crop, try to secure clean 
pods f r o m a more fortunate neighbor. 


Select In the pod. not after thresh- 
ing. 


Pick 
pods 
free 
f r o m 
all 
spots. 
Spots on the pods mean that anthrac- 
nose or bacterial blight may be hidden 
In the seemingly clean bean. 


Thresh selected pods separately. 
Examine your threshed seed care- 
fully and^throw out all doubtful-look- 
ing beans, especially those that 
are 
spotted or shriveled. 


Rotate. 
Don't 
replant 
old 
bean 
ground 
next year. 
Clean seed 
and 
rotation are the best crop Insurance. 


If you have to buy your seed, m a k e 
sure that It has been selected by the 
grower f r o m disease-free pods. 
Ex- 
amine purchased seed. 
Do not plant 
if the threshed seed looks suspicious. 


Young calves will soon learn to lick 
at grain and nibble at hay. They are 
equipped with. grinders qnlte early in 
their lives and will soon make use of 
these feeds.

Give the Hens Lime

The need of lime In the laying and 
breeding stock ration Is very Impor- 
tant.

Skim milk also provides life to a cer- 
tain extent in palatable form, and 
alfalfa and clover are satisfactory 
sources of supplying lime.

well-constructed 
building, 
the 
chief requirement being dryness and 
ability to secure thorough circulation 
of air. • It Is desirable to have arrange- 
ments in a seed house for artificial 
heat when the weather gets cooler in 
the fall, and the heat should be pro- 
vided until the corn Is thoroughly dry, 
whenever there Is any danger of its 
freezing. 


The most economical way of putting 
corn In a seed-cern house is in racks 
made of 2x4 and covered on both sides 
with wire, so that the ears of 
c o m 
may be stuck through and will rest 
on the wire on either side; or else 
frames made of 1x4 with lath nailed 
on either side just f a r enough apart 
so that ears of corn may be laid In 
rows between the lath. 
These frames 
may be stood up In the building by 
fastening to the wall e r bracing In any 
other way desired. 
By starting at the 
back, filling one frame, then setting in 
another to be filled, the frames can be 
put not to exceed one foot apart. 
In 
this way a large amount of seed corn 
can 
be 
stored 
in 
a 
comparatively 
small space and stored in such a way 
that absolutely free circulation of air 
is provided. 
A room 16x20 and 8 feet 
high will store In this way between 
200 and 300 bushels of com. 


When 
artificial heat 
is used, 
the 
stove should be enclosed In a jacket 
to cause a circulation of air through- 
out the room and to prevent the over- 
heating of any c o m that may be close 
to the stove. • 


TO TELL A SHEEP'S 


AGE BY THE TEETn 


A lamb has eight small 
first-teeth 
on 
the 
lower jaw. 
When 
the 
animal 
reaches the age of about one year, the 
middle pair are replaced by two per- 
manent teeth, at the age of about two, 
the teeth on either side of these per- 
manent teeth, are also replaced with a 
permanent pair; at the age of three, 
the next tooth on either side gives w-ay 
te a permanent tooth: and at about 
the age of four, the last or back teeth 
are replaced in like manner. 


Briefly then, a sheep with one pair 
of permanent teeth is a yearling; 
a 
sheep with two pairs is a two-year old; 
with thr^e pairs, a three-year old; and 
with four pairs, a four-year old. 


After a sheep is four years old, one 
cannot tell by the teeth about the age. 
However, 
one who Is ))urchaslng 
a 
sheep should see to it that it has not 
lost any teeth, or that the teeth have 
not becoihe long and shoe-peggy in 
appearance.

It Costs the South, It Is Estimated, $50,000,000 a Year to Board the Cattle Tick- 


Dipping Will Remedy This Evil. 


A very large area In the south has 
already been freed f r o m the tick, but 
twice as much 
still remains 
to 
be 
cleaned. 
The edict has gone forth— 
the tick must go, and go at once if 
the south 
is to enjoy anything like 
its legitimate share of prosperity. 


Ticky 
cattle 
are worth 
anywhere 
from $5 to $10 a head less than tick- 
free cattle, but because it Is impossible 
to introduce pure-bred stock into tick- 
Infested territory for the purpose of 
grading up the herds, the difierence 
between the average value of cattle 
in the tick states and in the free states 
is much greater than this. 
On Jan- 
uary first of this year, for example, 
thé average price of beef cattle over 
two years old, 
in ten 
tick-infested 
states — North 
and 
South 
Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Florida, 
Louisiana, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma 
and 
Texas—was $29.90. 
For the remain- 
der of the country it was $48.47. 
In 
fJeorgla and 
Florida the price 
was 
only $18, in Alabama $20, in Mississ- 
ippi, 
$22. In Louisiana, 
$24. 
With 
the exception of Vermont and 
Ten- 
nessee, where the averages were $39 
and 
$35, respectively. 
Every 
tick- 
free state had an average of $40 or 
more. 
Eighteen states were over $60 
and two over $60. 


Tldk-infested cattle not only weigh 
less—and therefore are worth less— 
than tick-free cattle, but they bring 
less 
per 
pound. 
In 
Alabama 
and 
Mississippi, 
on 
January 
first, 
the 
average price was 4 cents. 
In Con- 
necticut It was 8.4 cents, and in no 
free statues was it as low as 5 cents. 
The hides of tlcky cattle are damaged 
and such hides can not be used for 
making a fine grade of leather, there- 
fore. the market price for hides from 
tlcky cattle is much reduced. 
From 
.60 cents to $1.25 is the average loss 
in value of tick-bitten hides.

Dairy cattlo suffer no less than beef 
stock, 
for 
the tick 
gets the 
blood 
that should go to the making of milk. 
Government tests show that a light 
infestation of ticks reduces the milk 
flow 18 per cent; a heavy one as much 
as 42 per cent. 
Translate this loss 
into dollars and cents for a herd of 
20 cows, which under normal 
con- 
ditions should each give 8 quarts a 
day. 
With milk at 5 cents per quart 
a light infestation costs the owner of 
such a herd $290 in the course of 200 
days' 
milking. 
A 
heavy 
infestation 
costs him $6T0. 
In a county where 
systematic 
tick 
eradication 
work 
is 
under way he could dip his herd, free 
them from ticks, and save this loss 
for a total 
expenditure 
that 
would 
certainly be no more than $10. 


This is not mere theory; it has been 
proved in actual practice. 
One dairy- 
man's 
experience 
is 
typical. 
He 


owned 42 tlcky cows, garé them one 
dipping and a week afterwards found 
that he had 16.6 per cent more milk. 
The daily revenue from the herd wee 
increased $3.50, 


For 
all 
the 
evils 
that 
the 
tick 
causes there is a very simple remedy—« 
an arsenical bath. 


The work must, however, be sys- 
tematic and comprehensive. 
An un- 
dipped herd Is a menace to all the 
dipped ones. 
For this reason the best 
results are obtained when a county, 
having 
once 
voted 
to 
undertake 
eradication, thereafter enforces rigidly 
the necessary regulations. 
To aid it in 
organizing Its campaign and in super- 
vising the construction of the vat and 
the dipping of the cattle, the United 
States Department of Agriculture sup- 
plies experienced specialists; the coun- 
ty or cattle owners build the vats and 
furnish the arsenic.

Spraying the roosts with lice killing 
remedies are of little value.

the best and most common methods 
of getting rid o^ lice is to apply insect 
powder, which should be well dusted 
into the feathers.

live the flrst application is of little 
value.

WOES OF TRAVELERS 


ARE NOWINCREASING 


Case of American Composer 


and His Wife Illus- 


trates Point. 


Paris, Nov. 20.—(Correspondence 
of 


The Associated Press).—Difficulties 
for 


Americans traveling on the continent arc 
increasing. Walter Morse Rummcl, the 
American composer and pianist who has 
been living for many years in Paris, and 
his wife, formerly Therese Chaigncau, a 
French pianist, were arrested at Dieppe 
recently, suspected of being spies. 


They were returning home from Lon- 


don 
whcro 
professional engagements 


called them. They hod submitted their 
papers to the French consulate general in 
London and had received a safe-conduct 
to Paris. They had an American pass- 
port and a personal letter from Mr. 
Thackara, the consul general. They were 
searched after their arrest at Dieppe. 
Although nothing suspicious was found 
they were detained in a hotel overnight. 
The next morning Rummcl was taken by 
gendarmes through the streets, followed 
by children willing out that he was a 
German. 
Both he nnd his wife were 


locked up in prison until tho next morn- 
ing. 
Rtimmcl's cell companions were two 


persons accused of theft. 


Mr. and Mrs. Rntnmcl were transferred 


iy train to Rouen, imprisoned there in 
crlls, the floors of which were covered 
with filth and the walls with obscene 
drawings. They were there six hours be- 
Fore being able to buy n. piece of stale 
iread and n piece of cheese. Rummel'* 
fellow prisoner was an Apache who con- 
fided to him that he had just stabbed a 
woman. Rummel had at every stage of 
his experience explained who he was and 
Irmandcd that the authorities siould in- 
ouire at the American embassy in Paris. 
Luckily he had been able to send a tele- 
gram to the consul general in Paris be- 
fore being interned. He and his wife 
were released therefore, after forty-eight 
hours detention altogether, upon repre- 
sentations of the American consul in 
Rouen. 


Mr. Rtimmcl's father and grandfather 


were British. His mother was the daugh- 
ter of S. F. B. Morse, the inventor of 
the telegraph; Rummcl 
happened 
to 


hnve been born in Berlin during a period 
when his father was there on business, 
lie was registered as British-born at 
the British consulate. His parents went 
to America when ho was three years 
old. After the death of his father his 
mother resumed 
American citizenship 


Wiling Rummd was entitled to take his 
mother's nationality and did so. The cir- 
cumstance that hp was born in Berlin 
appears to have drawn upon him the 
suspicion that he was German. 


The American embassy has gone fully 


into the affair and has made representa- 
tions to the. foreign office upon the in* 
dignities Mr. and Mrs. Rummcl suffered. 
They have spent most of their time since 
the war began in hospital and other char- 
itable work in France, particularly in 
organizing funds* for musicians.

SERBIA ALWAYS FOR 


EQUALITY OF MAN 


Individual 
Liberty

Watchword of Land in 


Invader's Grip. 


Washington, D. C., Xov. :!(.>.-•-"Slavery 


never existed under the Servian state, 
and Servian emperors in Kurupe's youth 
made protests in behalf of individual lib- 
erty tlie subject of international com- 
munications,"' pays the latest primer of 
the National Geographic society, whii'h 
tells of some early S,-viau tmits that 
illustrate how naturally this people tame 
by their passionate love of freedom. 


"The Serb, like all of his Slav broth- 


ers, has been u believer in the equality 
of men from his appearance' in history. 
This belief has been maintained by him, 
despjto his Jung-continued cont.T't vitli 
autocratic Byzantium and fi.j Ottoman 
empire. 
The empires to tie: south of 


Servia. were mostly the PtronylitiUs of 
privileged rank and subservient masses, 
while the sturdy SUavs in the north j™l- 
cnely guarded the rights and the dignity 
of the individual. 


"Etiquette at the Byzantine court de- 


manded that the great noble who came 
into the presence of the emperor should 
bow. kneel and kiss the emperor's thi^n 
and knee. The man of low degree who 
reached his ruler's presence had to grovel 
prostrate on the earth before him. The 
noble attlie crviaii court greeted 
Ins- 


sovereign erect, while each kissed the 
other on his temple. Even the commoner 
stood erect before his ruler, following 
the ceremonial of kissing the ruler's 
hand. 


"Ileroditary titles have played hut a 


small part in life in Servia. and besides 
the head man of federate clans, the 
despot, king, emperor or prince—as the 
head* of the Servians have ranked—birth 
in a caste has conferred few privileges. 


"The Servian has stubbornly main- 


tained his right to a part in Ms govern- 
ment. All classes of his nation have al- 
ways 
possessed 
hereditary 
property 


rights, and the right to trial by jury. 
From earliest times, they enjoyed local 
si If-government, nnrl administered their 
town and village affairs. 


"Tho great tioblc of the empire W:LR 


privileged before the law in that he could 
cnly be called upon to appear before a 
court in the morning, never in the after- 
roon: but this privilege did not give him 
any immunity from punishment fur his 
crime. 


Nor did the Servian church ever at- 


tain tin- dominant nscemlaiiey over its 
subjects that was won by the church in 
oilier lands. Jl was established a* a. 
public utility, and its duties to the peo- 
ple, -wefe closely defined in the old Ser- 
vian codes. Thus, the monasteries were 
bound to feed the. hungry, to take in the 
nick, iiiul to give hospitality to the trav- 
eler. Moreover, the Donslian code says: 
"The monk shall "possess nothing and 
shall nut have in his cell even a needle 
and thread without having received it in 
Benediction from the Old One.'' (ie the 
uhbott). 


"While ihe Serb has never been the 


victim of a too strong social organiza- 
tion, with its attendant specialization of 
classes, he has been, in many instances, 
the victim of ton great individual free- 
dom, ol' tin individual freedom that has 
deprived his state of sullieient organised 
strength wherewith to repel the foreign 
enemy. Again, his brave insistence upon 


lis freedom retarded the development 
: his state through generations."

Students in the halls of liberal

Educa- 
tion brings upon itself the power of 
clear thinking and clear thinking 
often finds fault with government 
and with political system. So even 
among the students the secret po- 
lice mingled. Their presence never 
was known. 
'A student might be arrested and 
sent on his way to Siberia and j-et 
the Identity of the informer never 
revealed. The most popular man in 
college might be the very informer 
and yet none would know it. 


This system of espionage had just 


the opposite 
effect. 
Freedom of. 


thought is prized just as highly in 
Russia as in any ether, country of 
the world. 
Students held secret 


meetings to plan reprisal on the 
government. The meetings were held 
at the dead of night with each frar- 
Ing that banishment would be the 
result of his connivance. 


Although every precaution was 


taken none was assured 
that his ' 


neighbor to the right or left, the 
man who talked most bitter against 
the government and urged the most 
extreme anarchy, or tho man who 


sat silent and nodded approval, was 
not a government spy, a part of that 
great secret service—the greatest 
and yet the most damaging in all tho 
world. 


But-now this system of espionage 


has passed. Russia is too busy de- 
fending herself with her entire male 
strength to devote time to the con- 
sideration of possible internal dis- 
turbance.

thousands of secret service men are 
shouldering rides at the front. 
KKIXGS 
PEACE. 
War has brought internal peace to 


the nation. It has liberated her citi- 
zens from restraint of speech. It 
will mean in the future a freedom in 
the teaching of the arts and sciences, 
education having been practically 


placed under a ban for fear it might 
cause a general uprising of the peo- 
ple. 


Thelnajority of Russians are un- 


tutored and it seems the government 
desires to keep them in that state. A 
man possessed of knowledge hates 
nothing more than oppression, and 
bis fiery words may incite a whole 
army to riot Ignorant people are 
more tractable. They never have 
gazed from the divine heights that 
stretched out to their gaze, a tew 
vale in which equality and liberty, 
two of the three, great principles of 
the French revolution, were display- 
ed. 


They accepted the rigors of the 


government's dictates without dis- 
sent-—without ever stopping to rea- 
son why. They lived and died in 
the ignorance the government im- 
posed. 


But with the fall of Warsaw there 


came the dawn of a new day for 
Russian subjects. Under encourage- 
ment of the German invaders the 
peasants returned to the farms they 
had left to sect protection from 
what they believed would be the ter- 
rible reprisals of the oncoming fees. 
Poland is back at work, just as 
peacefully and naturally as if there 
had been no war. 


The Germans have injected some 


of their "kultur" among the peo- 
ple of Poland and wherever they 


have gained Russian territory they 
have impressed the natives with the 
thought that, Germany does not 
intend to take their land or drive 
off their sheep. They have found the 
German soldiers as a rule kind and 
considerate. Their feara have van- 
ished and today they are back as 
peacefully at work as if their soil 
was not trod by the foot of an alien 
toe. 
RE1CRIT OF 
REFUGEES. 


All day long may be seen the carts 


of the returning refugees. There are 
miles of them on the wide highways. 
The whole country side for 40 miles 
west of Warsaw and 100 miles to the 
east is streaming with them. If 
their homes used to be around Low- 
wlcz or Bolimw they come from the 
northeast and if they lived out on 
the great plain to the east and south- 
east then they make tho start home- 
.ward from the Praga side of the Vis- 
tula.

Lowlnz to Brest-Litovsk 


" there is not a main road that is not 


crowded with men returning to their 
farms. When darkness begins to 
fall they draw their wagons off the 
road and the women who are stiff 
with cold and weariness swing them- 
selves down from'the mountains of 
household goods on which they hove 
been riding all day and the men who 
have been driving since dawn go 


methodically about unhitching their 
tired beasts. 


If there is any water to be liad 


tho women have their fires ablaze, 
the water heated und do their wash- 
ing on the roadside. Most of th«m 
are barefoot, but that is from custom 
rather than from deprivation. The 
women wear a sort of a turban. They 
display quiet fortitude and what may 
have been said of their suffering 
does not come from their lips when 
one addresses them. 
That the qjiiet, uncomplaining at- 


titude of these peasant refugees is 
not merely the result of stolidity, is 
proved by their tenderness toward 
one another. They do not. run with 
cries and groans to help one anoth- 
er. They just give. It is not true 
that they are patient solely because 
they are incapable of realizing how 
badly off they are. They do realize 
it but they do not waste time on the 
thought. 
They drag out tho cart, 


load the bedding and the provisions 
and the babies on to It, hilnh up 
the team ar.d push on toward homo.. 
It they find homo siandlng thoy. in 
their own words, give thanks to the 
good God. If it. lies level with the 
ground they begin sorting the bricks. 
HOME MEA3TS 
MORE. 


Often on the homeward ,way night 


overtakes them while they still are 
far from any village. Then they

make the cheerful bivouac and snug- 
gle close to their fires to await the 
coming of the dawn. Sometimes they 
do not surrender to the darkness 
but push ahead. 


They go through rain, they pass 


dreadful nights with their children 
crying, their horses half dead and 
their food supply almost exhausted. 


Yet when they finally reach their' 


farms 
and find their homes still 


standing, their barns unburned and 
their haystacks untouched their joy 
knows uo bounds. They thank the

utter nr:iycrs of 


praise- for them for haviufi left, what 
Hi;!-: ilu-y Had i-Hiiain unharmed. 


They s::irl their farming anew and 


even v.'ilh shot and shell shrieking 
about, them in the numerous en- 
gagements they continue their plow- 
ing confident that the new dawn has 
seen its way in Russia. 


Thus have things changed In tho 


Empire of tho Czars. Even tho Jews 


have won their share of liberty and 
now are allowed to hold land and to 
enter the educational institutions. ' 
Before they had been closed off from 
the heights of knowldege. The gov- 
ernment had considered it danger- 
ous for them to have learning, for 
learning in those days meant an- 
archism to a race of oppressed be- 
ings who with the dawn of enlight- 
ment first felt the hunger for that 
great thing that, all education leads 
to—freedom, politically and relig- 
iously. 


So any way the war may find'its 


outcome, Russia will IIMVC profiled 
by it. If the Germans win the peas- 
ants of Poland and Russia will bo 
feeling the crowning joy of having 
n-.ore freedom than they or their an- 
cestors ever felt before. 
It is iiot 


the attitude of German, it tmesis, to 
acquire Russian or Polish territory 
or to deprive the conquered of their 
rights to pursue a peaceful living. 


It seems the Germans and Aui- 


trians have brought some of their 
"kultur" into Russia and it may be 
useful to that nation and its people 
in the future. 


They have introduced among this 


stolid race some of their own joys 
and pleasures. They have taught th.« 
Russian peasants that there is'some- 
thing more in life than working all 
day and sleeping all night. They 
have taught the children 
many 


things. They have introduced scien- 
tific knowledge that will be of great 
help to the people. They have taught 
them useful things—how to mak« 
. toys, how to do a hundred and on« 
things that never had been known to 
them before. 


So the great dawn has come to 


Russia and with it has forever van- 
ished the secret police and the spj 
system-banished by tho great dawn 
of freedom that the invaders hav« 
carried into Russia.

Zurich, Switzerland, Nov. 15.—(Corre- 


spondence of the Associated Press).— 
While Austrian trade and industry gen- 
erally are suffering great depression from 
tht war, the little mountainous crown- 
land of Vorarlbcrg, on the borders of 
.Switzerland, is in a most prosperous con- 
dition. 


In Vorarlbcrg are scores of small em- 


broidery factories now Crowded with or- 
ders from Swiss agents, who can get the 
work done thirty per cent, cheaper there 
than in their own country, because the 
/ustrian crown, usually roughly equiva- 
lent to a franc in value,1 i» now worth 
seventy centimes in Swiss money. Anil 
meanwhile thousands of Swiss workers 
are out of employment. 


Valenciennes, the center of the Itrencn 


embroidery industry, is occupied by the 
Gwmans.'and Planen in Saxony, the 
chief center of Germany's embroider; 
trade can no longer export any wares

PEKING IS SHOWING 


Doesn't Like Utterances of 


New Jap Foreign 


Minister. 


Peking, Nov. 5.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated 
Press).—Recent utter- 


ances of Baron Ishii, Japan's new min- 
ister of foreign affairs, concerning the 
unsettled conditions in China and the 
repeated statements of Japanese news- 
papers about the necessity for the pres- 
ervation of peaca tn China have caused 
much uneasiness and apprehension in 
Peking. 


Repeated minors that Japan has re- 


vived the demands made under group V. 
in its ultimatum of May 7, add to the 
general nnrcat in China, and afford food 
for the campaign which is being waged 
by opponents ofthe monarchical move- 
ment. 


In a recent article the Tokio "Daily 


Yuinato," states that Baron Ishii will 
have a far better defined foreign policy 
than his predecessor and is expected to 
improve the foreign relations with Japan 
by some striking 
diplomatic strokes. 


Commenting on this, the "Peking Ga- 
zette" says: "If strokes more striking 


than those delivered by Mr. Ilioki at the 
command of liaron Kato and which yield- 
ed the brigand harvest of the Japanese 
demands are expected, then Cod help 
the coming empire in China!" 


The demands made by Japan under 


group V. nil of which are now held in 
nbeyancc, arc the dread of all Chinese. 
Constant references are made to them in 
the newspapers printed in Chinese, as 
well as those printed in English. Under 
tliis group are acven articles. The first 
provides that the Chinese government 
shall employ influential Japanese as ad- 
visers In polities, financial and military 
affairs. Article two empowers Japanese 
hospitals, churches and schools to own 
land in the interior of China. Under the 
third article, Japan seeks joint admin- 
-htration with the Chinese of the police 
department in important Chinese cities 
The fourth article stipulates that China 
shall buy" at least fifty per cent, of its 
munitions of war from Japan, and shall 
employ Japanese 
technical experts in 


an arsenal operated Jointly in China by 
Chinese and Japanese. The fifth article 
demands the right to construct import- 
ant railways in the Yang-tsc valley. Ar- 
ticle six stipulates 
that when China 


needs foreign capital to develop public 
works in the province of Fukien, Japan 
shall first be consulted. The concluding 
article demands that Japanese subjects 
shall have the right of missionary prop- 
aganda in China. 


President Yuan Rhl-kai and his advis- 


ers protested vigorously 
against this

The saloon has no inher- 
ent rights; it is essentially an outcast 
from society, an outlaw in the. courts—a 
public nuisance which

legally take steps to abate. But govern- 
ment, for a price, grants to this institu- 
tion the rights nature"has not conferred 
upon it. U is adopted into the law. 


But it must bo remembered that this 


adoption is only 
for the time during 


which the license remains in force. When 
the license expires the saloon automat 
ically reverts to its outlaw state, and its 
abatement becomes as legal as it is 
righteous. 


Prohibition of the traffic stands for the 


abolition of the license system, for a dis- 
continuance of the system which pro- 
tends a thing that is not so, which toler- 
ates a thing which nature has never in- 
tended should be tolerated. 


As a means of protection against cold

New Method of 


Packing Butter 


I often hear good housekeepers say 


that it Is quite impossible to pack but- 
ter so that it will keep longer than a 
few weeks, and be fit for the table. I 
never dispute them. If they are older 
than I am, or when they aeem very 
opinionated: for I am a young house- 
keeper. 
But I have helped mother 


ever since I was a little girl of ten. 
and mother was a good housekeeper. 
»nd knew how to keep butter. 


Another proof that butter can be 


packed, so that it will keep, is found In 
the fact that the very housekeeper 
who said It couldn't be done, has eaten 
my packed butter and called it good. 
But she didn't know It was packed, 
when she said so. 


Every farmer's wife knows that 


there comes a time each year when 
there isn't cream enough to spare for 
butter, that is. unless several cows 
are kept. I never try to pack butter 
that is churned in very hot weather. 
Indeed, 
I 
seldom 
churn 
in 
hot 


weather, for then we require a great 
deal of milk and cream for the table. 
It It then we begin using the butter I 
had packed away in the spring, when 
the COWB were fresh. 


Butter must be quite flrm to pack 


luccessfully. 
It should be well washed 


In plenty of clear, cold water, to get 
out all buttermilk, for it is the »our 
buttermilk that spoils, not the butter. 
I use fine rock salt for my butter, and 
with It I work in a very little salt 
petre and sugar. 
I can't say how 


much, for I never measure—just take 
up a pinch of the saltpetre and mix it 
with a spoonful of sugar, and then mix 
this with a teacupfui of the rock salt. 
After working the butter thoroughly 
but not enough to break the grain 
and give it the appearance of salve. I 
pack it solid In new crocks holding 
about three pounds each. 
Then In 


large shallow crocks. I pour a quart or 
more of very strong brine and place 
the crock of butter upslda down, in 
this. A piece of heavy paper is tied 
over all. and it is set away In a cool 
place until wanted. I have kept but- 
ter for three months. In this way. and 
It was ns good as If freshly churned. 
Am sure it would have kept longer 
had I not needed It for the table.— 
Mabel Pierce.

not possible to have a regular water 
system, water may be piped from an 
elevated tank fed by an engine, wind- 
mill, hand pump, or hydraulic ram.

Give Bees Goe- 


Winter Quarters 


The winter losses of bees are great 


;very year. 
Beekeepers can reduc* 


hese losses by preparing their bee* 
:or winter and giving them good -wnw 
.er quarters. 


The chief known causes for wlnte* 


losses are queenlessness. lack of num- 
bers In colonies, insufficient food, poof 
:ood, dampness, lack of air, the break* 
ng of clusters, and low temperatures. 


A queenless colony will certainly dlt 


n a few months. 


Tf the number of bees in a colony H 


small, the cluster cannot generate 
enough heat or keep the heat it gen« 
erates and the bees freeze. 
In the 


fall small colonies should be united 
into one big colony. 


Bees must eat in the winter in ordef 


to generate heat. 
They must hav« 


about forty pounds of honey •when 
they go into winter quarters. If they 
are short, they should be supplied 
early with finished frames or fed 
sugar syrup. Dark (not amber) honey 
Is poor food for bees to winter on. All 
black honey should be removed and 
combs of white honey should be In- 
serted. . 


Dampness in a cellar causes th« 


comVs and frames and the hive wall* 
and cover to get wet and mouldy, and 
the bees perish from wet cold. Bee* 
n,eed fresh air. 
Foul air will cause 


excitement. an6- the bees will scatter1 
and die. Excitement among bees In 
winter is fatal. 


The present style of Hoffman fram« 


divides the bee cluster in winter into 
eleven spaces, and the bees are unabl* 
to pass from one space to the other. 
When the bee cluster contracts during 
the winter, those left on the outsld* 
frames die. 
Some beekeepers per- 


forate their frames for the easy pass- 
age of bees from one compartment t» 
another. If kept in a warm place they 
can pass over or around the frames. In 
long-continued and severe cold th» 
bees may not be able to move along 
the frame and they will sometimes di« 
of hunger within an Inch of tho honey, 
supply.

The equipment of the dairy house 


consists of a. \% to 2 horsepower 
vertical boiler which supplies steam 
to the sink and to the steam jet in 
tho drain board, a galvanlzed-lron 
wash sink, a can rack, a Babcock 
tester, a concrete cooling tank, a milk 
cooler, and milk scales.

already been freed from the tick, but 
wlce a» much still remains to be 
cleaned. 
The edict has gone forth— 


he tick must go, -and go at once if 
.he south Is to enjoy anything like 
ts legitimate share of prosperity. 


Ticky cattle are worth anywhere 


from $5 to $10 a head less than tick- 
free cattle, but because It is impossible 
to introduce pure-bred stock into tiek- 
nfested territory for the purpose of 
grading up the herds, the difference 
between the average value of cattle 
in the tick states and In the free states 
Is much greater than this. 
On Jan- 


uary first of this year, for example, 
the average price of beef cattle over 
two years old, in ten tick-Infested 
states — North and South Carolina. 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Florida, 
Louisiana,. Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas—was $29.90. For the remain- 
der of the country it was M8.47. In 
Georgia and Florida the price was 
only $18, In Alabama J20, in Mississ- 
ippi, $22, In Louisiana. |24.

The need of lime in the laying and

sheep with two pairs Is a two-year old; 
with three pairs, a three-year old; and 
with four pairs, a four-year old. 


After a sheep is four years old, one 


cannot tell by the teeth about the age 
However, one who Is purchasing a 
sheep should see to It that it has no 
lost any teeth, or that the teeth havi 
not become long and shoe-peggy In 
appearance.

Government tests show that a light 
infestation of ticks reduces the milk 
flow 18 per cent; a heavy one as much 
as 42 per cent. 
Translate this loss 


into dollars and cents for a herd of 
20 cows, which under normal con- 
ditions should each give 8 quarts a 
day. With milk at 5 cents per quart 
a light infestation costs the owner of 
such a herd $290 In the course of 200 
days' milking. 
A heavy infestation 


costs him $670. 
In a county where 


systematic tick eradication work is 
under way he could dip his herd, free 
them from ticks, and save this loss 
for a total expenditure that would 
certainly be no more than S10. 


This is not mere theory;.it has been 


proved in actual practice. One dairy- 
man's 
experience 
typical. 
He 


owned 42 ticky cows, g»rr« them on* 
dipping and a week afterwards found 
that he had 16.6 per cent more milk. 
The daily revenue from the herd WM 
increased $3.SO. 


For all the evils that the tick 


causes there Is a very simple remedy—" 
an arsenical bath. 


The work must, however, he sys- 


tematic and comprehensive. An un- 
dipped herd is a menace to all th* 
dipped ones. For this reason the best 
results are obtained when a county, 
having 
once 
voted 
to 
undertake, 


eradication, thereafter enforces rigidly 
the necessary regulations. To aid it in 
organizing Its campaign and in super- 
vising the construction of the vat and 
the dipping of the cattle, the United 
States Department of Agriculture sup- 
plies experienced specialists; the coun- 
ty or cattle owners build the vats and 
furnish the arsenic.
